SIR FELIX POLE’S SPEECH 


The Fortieth Annual General Meeting of Associated Electrical 
Industries, Limited, was held on 29 March at Bush House, 
Aldwych, London, W.C. 

Sir Felix J. C. Pole (the Chairman), presiding, said :— 
Ladies and gentlemen,—The profit for the year, after deducting 
taxation and depreciation, is £477,083 (as compared with 
£664,308 for the previous year), to which has to be added 
£251,647 brought in from the previous year, making a total 
profit available for distribution of £728,730. From this there 
has been appropriated the £100,000 to dividend equalisation 
account to which I have already referred. After providing for 
dividends on preference stock, £67,997, there remains £560,733, 
and your directors recommend a dividend on the ordinary stock 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, less tax, leaving a balance 
to be carried forward of £253,118, as compared with £251,647 
brought in from the previous account. 

As you are aware, we have been engaged for several years in 
carrying out, in collaboration with another large British electrical 
manufacturing company, an important railway electrification 
contract in Poland. This work had just been completed at the 
time of the German invasion of Poland on 1 September, but, 
of course, all the payments under the contract had not been 
made. You will be glad to know, however, that full provision 
has been made in the accounts before you for any losses which 
May arise in connection with this contract and one or two 
smaller contracts from Poland. 

CONSOLIDATED BALANCE SHEET 

In accordance with our usual practice we again publish a 
consolidated balance sheet, showing the position of the associated 
group of companies as a single unit. The important change is 
in capital and general reserves and profit and loss accounts, 
which items have increased by £207,108 to £3,332,611, the latter 
figure representing about 68 per cent. on our ordinary capital. 
These reserves indicate the strength of our financial position, and 
demonstrate our ability to provide for increased business. 

Well, ladies and gentlemen, having dealt with the principal 
features of the accounts, I will now make a few general 
observations. Last year I said I was satisfied that the people 
of all nations desired peace, good will, and international trade. 
Unhappily, once more peace has been wantonly destroyed by 
German aggression, and we have been forced into war, and 
we are determined to do everything in our power to assist in 
bringing it to a successful conclusion. I cannot tell you exactly 
what we are doing, but may sdy that we have placed our re- 
search, engineering, and manufacturing resources at the disposal 
of the Government, and that all our energies and resources are 
now directed towards meeting the needs of the fighting Services 
and the Ministry of Supply, whether they represent our normal 
products or special'munitions of war. Our engineering and re- 
search departments are working on many interesting and im- 
portant problems in collaboration with the scientific departments 
of the various Services. 

THE GOVERNMENT AND EXPORTS 

We are also continuing our policy of securing as much export 

business as possible. To that end we are maintaining an efficient 
organisation abroad and keeping in personal contact with over- 
seas markets. Exports are more than ever necessary in war- 
time, and are rightly considered by the Government as second 
in importance only to the essential requirements of the fighting 
forces. The Government, through the Export Council which 
has been appointed by the President of the Board of Trade, 
appear to contemplate giving more assistance than hitherto to 
exporting companies. In that connection we have pointed out 
the difficulty of obtaining large contracts for electrical and 
mechanical installations because of the risk incidental to quot- 
ing firm prices in view of rising costs of wages and materials. 
Some of our foreign competitors are not faced with this trouble, 
and we feel that the Government should assist the British manu- 
facturer in dealing with this problem. 
:!I am glad to say that we continue to'have many orders from 
the Dominions, the Colonies, and foreign countries, the most 
recent large order being from Turkey for the construction of a 
large power station at Catal Agzi, the value being about 
£1,500,000. 

Reverting again to the question of exports, may I take this 
opportunity of saying how glad I am that the Government have 
embarked upon an enlarged scheme of colonial development. 


METROPOLITAN-VICKERS 

On this occasion I do not propose to say more about our busi- 
ness other than to tell you that the Metropolitan-Vickers Elec- 
trical Company, with which the accounts before you are mainly 
concerned, have on hand a larger volume of orders than ever 
before for turbo-alternator sets, transformers, switchgear, elec- 
tric winders, electric rolling mill equipment, hydro-electric in- 
stallations, electric locomotives, and other electrical apparatus. 
They have a record number of employees, while as regards all 
the companies of the Associated Electrical Group orders on 
hand exceed £19 million and the number of employees is the 
highest in their history and is still growing.

BRITISH ROPES 


RECORD TRADING PROFIT 


The eighteenth ordinary general meeting of British Ropes, 
_— was held, on Wednesday, at the Abercorn Rooms, 

Mr. Herbert Smith (the chairman), in the course of his 
speech, said: You will, no doubt, have noticed that although 
the trading profit increased by £184,093, the final profit is only 
£29,902 in excess of last year. This is due to the greatly 
increased charge required to meet current taxation, 

The progress your company has made during the last few 
years has been more than maintained. A large proportion of 
this extra yield is, of cuurse, taken from us under the Emer. 
gency Budget as money earned under war conditions. Yet, 
despite the additional provision for taxes, together with com- 
pulsory expenditure on war risks insurance and A.R.P. work, 
the profit for the year, amounting to £267,959, after making 
provision for depreciation, debenture interest and redemption 
and taxation, is the highest recorded in the history of your 
company, and your directors recommend that the dividend on 
the ordinary share capital for the year be maintained at 25 per 
cent. 

It may be thought that the increased results are wholly de- 
rived from war work, but this is not so. 


PROVISION FOR TAXATION 


The provision for taxation at £190,000 (in addition to which 
a further £63,413 is payable and recovered by deduction from 
dividends, making a total of £253,413) is a new high record. 
It has been our practice to provide out of the profit of each 
year for all taxation based on that profit. The provision for 
last year was calculated by reference to the rate of tax at 
5s. 6d., but since those accounts were passed, a supplementary 
Budget has been introduced, raising the tax from 5s. 6d. to 7s, 

The income tax assessment for the year 1939-40 was based 
on the accounts to December 31, 1938, so that since those 
accounts were prepared, an additional liability has arisen which 
could not be provided for last year. This additional liability has 
been met by making provision for it in this year’s accounts. 

In the year under review the directors have provided for 
income tax for 1940-41 at the rate of 7s. 6d. in the pound, 
for National Defence Contribution to 31 March 1939, and for 
Excess Profits Tax from 1 April 1939. 

With regard to Excess Profits Tax, it is difficult at the 
moment to arrive at a final figure, and the amount provided 
has been calculated in the light of the information at present 
available. 


HOME AND EXPORT TRADE 


Home trade during the year has been quite satisfactory. I 
am pleased to say we were favourably placed as regards stock, 
and the Hemp Control which was immediately set up has 
stabilised the prices of raw materials and obtained good 
supplies. This has enabled us to carry on our home trade 
and also to take care of our export trade. On the wire side 
of the business, we are receiving our share of Government 
contracts. 

Export Trade—In previous years I have told you of the dis- 
appointing volume of export trade. The outlook up to the war, 
however, was favourable, and a greater amount of business 
was done during 1939 and at better prices. 

At the present time there is a restriction on the export of 
steel goods, but in the meantime we are endeavouring to look 
after some of our foreign customers by giving deliveries from 
our subsidiary companies—Rand Ropes in South Africa and 
British Ropes Canadian Factory. 

The results of our subsidiary company, Rand Ropes (Pro- 
prietary), Limited, in South Africa, for their second year’s 
trading are most encouraging. : 

The profit of our Canadian subsidiary has not reached the 
high level of 1937, although it has greatly improved during 
1939 as compared with 1938. 

In conjunction with the trades in which we are interested, 
we have agreed to advance the wages of workpeople in relation 
to the cost-of-living index. 


BONUS ISSUE 


In order to bring the nominal amount of the issued ordinary 
capital into closer relationship with the value of the assets em- 
ployed in the business your directors have decided to recom- 
mend to you the capitalisation of £438,119 2s. 6d. of the un- 
divided profits, and the application of this sum in paying up in 
full 3,504,953 of the unissued ordinary shares of 2s. 6d. each 
in the capital of the company for distribution share for share 
among the holders of the ordinary shares appearing on the 
register on 6 March 1940. 

Unfortunately the necessary Treasury sanction was not avail- 
able in time to enable us to submit this to you to-day, but 4 
notice convening an extraordinary general meeting for this 
purpose is being sent to you to-night. As the business of this 
further meeting will be confined to this capitalisation of profits, 
which will no doubt meet with the general approval of the 
shareholders, it is proposed, in the interests of economy, to 
hold the meeting at the registered offices in Doncaster and not 
to invite proxies.

VICKERS LIMITED 


SEVENTY-THIRD ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


Mr. A. A. Jamieson, the chairman of Vickers, Limited, pre- 
sided over the Seventy-third Annual General Meeting of that 
company, held on Wednesday, at the Hotel Victoria, London. 


In his review, which was published with the report and 
accounts, the chairman stated :— 


The balance sheet of Vickers, Limited, shows that a strong 
position has been maintained and the holding of a large sum in 
cash and Government securities continues to be the policy of 
the directors. 


At the general meeting last year I gave an undertaking that 
the question of increasing the nominal value of the ordinary 
stock units would again receive the special consideration of the 
directors. I can assure stockholders that this undertaking has 
been implemented on several occasions during the past year. 


It is only natural that the stockholders should desire that 
the capital which was written down in 1926 should be restored 
and the directors clearly understand this wish. At the present 
time, however, the Directors do not consider that they would be 
justified in recommending that effect should be given to this 
desire. It must be borne in mind that £6,157,742 would be 
required to bring the nominal value of the existing ordinary 
stock units up to £1. Two main influenced 
the directors’ decision: firstly, under existing conditions the 
reserve of £3,000,000 cannot be considered excessive for an 
issued capital of £14,521,549; secondly, as there are no excess 
reserves available for capitalisation, the only alternative is 
a re-valuation of the company’s assets, and it must be apparent 
that the present time, when all values are problematical and 
subject to violent change, would be inappropriate for such an 
action.

I can give you the assurance that the change-over from peace 
to war conditions was carried out by Vickers-Armstrongs, 
Limited, without any disturbance and that the company are 
meeting the requirements of H.M. Government which are en 
trusted to them. 


There are many sides of this company’s activities of which, 
if I were free to do so, I should like to tell you (and of which 
you would hear with pride), but there are two matters to which 
Ican refer. H.M. Ships ‘‘ Ajax,’’ ‘‘ Cossack ’’ and ‘‘ Ursula,’’ 
which have taken part in outstanding naval engagements, were 
built in the shipyards of this company, and I believe as finely 
built as they were finely handled. Two types of aeroplanes— 
the Wellingtons and Spitfires—were designed and produced by 
our Aviation Section, and the stockholders may well be proud 
of the high reputation of these machines. 

The necessity to provide for depreciation on a more liberal 
scale, together with increased taxation and the expense of air 
raid precautions, has caused a reduction in net profits of English 
Steel Corporation, Limited. The same dividend 
£100,000 put to reserve fund.

The dividend paid by Metropolitan-Cammell Carriage and 
Wagon Company, Limited, is again 8 per cent., free of income 
tax, and £100,000 has been placed to general reserve. 


SERVICE TO THE NATION 


Once more I wish to lay emphasis on a point which has been 
made on several occasions at these annual meetings, since I 
believe it to be of great importance that the national value of 
an organisation such as that possessed by your company should 
be realised generally. At great cost to ourselves we had main- 
tained our works in a state of efficiency and readiness during 
4 period when there was small encouragement to expand or re- 
‘quip them and when orders for our products were scarce. As 
4 result of this, we were able before the outbreak of war to 
heet from our plants the increasing requirements of the Service 
Departments arising out of the defence programme, 

We have willingly undertaken extensive schemes for increas- 
ig the output of armaments, but I think it right to remind 
you of the very difficult problems which will arise when this 
huge capacity is no longer required for the purpose for which 
it has been created. With this in mind you will no doubt 
‘gtee that ample provision must be made in order that we 
may be able to face the costly process of readjustment after 
the war. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted and the 
final dividend of 6 per cent. was approved.

RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 
COMPARISON OF 1940 WITH 1939 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England,* there is given 
on page 353 a table showing the relation of sales in 
February 1940 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1939. Index numbers showing the relation of certain 
sales in February 1940 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. Figures are also given 
comparing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this in- 
formation being supplied by a smaller number of 
concerns. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual retailer.

that retailers use a variety{ of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from vear to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1939 and 1940 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ing took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1939 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with 1940 so 
far as length of period is concerned. The number of 
selling days in the calendar month of February was one 
greater in 1940 than in 1939, and accordingly correc- 
tions for differences in length of period were necessary 
on a number of schedules. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED oR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
nearly 59 per cent. of the total value reported, rose by 
3°9 per cent. as against 5-4 per cent. in January. The 
increase was general except in Central and West End 
London, where sales fell by 13°4 per cent. It was 
greatest in the South of England, 10°9 per cent., but 
whereas in recent months the increase has been next 
largest in the Midlands and South Wales, this area 
showed the smallest increase in February (1-7 per cent.). 

Following a rise of 2:1 per cent. in January, sales of 
other merchandise advanced in February by 4°7 per 
cent. notwithstanding decreases in both London areas. 
Increases in the five provincial areas varied from 3:0 
per cent. in the North-East to 149 per cent. in the 
South of England and 16:0 per cent. in Scotland. 
February is a dull month for trade of this description. 
The outstanding figure this year was the increase re- 
ported for household piece-goods, housewives in all 
parts of the country evidently using the ‘‘ white sales ’ 
which are a feature of the month to lay in stocks 
against possible shortage. The rise amounted to as 
much as 38°7 per cent. for Great Britain as a whole and 
ranged from 243 per cent. in Suburban London to 
577 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. Sales 
of dress materials also increased in value except in 
Central and West End London, and the piece-goods 
category as a whole rose by 20°9 per cent. Decreases 
have been recorded in this category month after month 
with few exceptions during the last two years, the only 
substantial increases being in September, 1939, when 
black-out and evacuation requirements led to a rise of 
37-9 per cent., and in January 1940, when some of the 
white sales ’’ had already begun. There was also a 
considerable increase (13-0 per cent.) in the fancy de- 
partments, to which all areas except Central and West 
End London contributed. The only declines recorded 
were for furnishing departments (7-4 per cent.), sports 
and travel goods (8°5 per cent.) and miscellaneous and 
unallocated goods (4°9 per cent.). Sales in furnishing 
departments have been below those of a vear earlier in 
each month since last September.

Daily sales are normally at a low level in February 
and this year the usual fall from January was again 
evident, the index for total sales dropping from 102 to 
95. The corresponding movement in 1939 was from 98 
to 91. The February level was once again substantially 
lower in Central and West End London than elsewhere, 
the index number being 58. 


The month-to-month movement in food and perish- 
ables is usually slightly upward between January and 
February. This year the rise araounted to three points, 
bringing the index to 107. The corresponding move- 
ment in 1939 was from 98 to 103. Sales of non-food 
merchandise showed the usual seasonal fall continuing 
through January and February from the December 
peak. The index for this division stood at 146 for 
December, 100 for January and 88 for February, the 
seasonal decline being sharpest in Suburban London— 
where the index number of 79 for February compares 
with 164 in December. The index for sales of apparel 
declined from 99 in January to 78 in February and 
household goods fell, as usual, slightly more steeply 
(102 to 79) notwithstanding the relatively high sales of 
household piece-goods mentioned above. The decrease

however, much more acute in apparel (145 to 78) than 
in household goods (109 to 79). 


STOCKS 


The value of totai stocks at cost was 19°9 per cent. 
higher at the end of February 1940 than twelve months 
earlier. This is the greatest increase yet recorded, the 
rise having been progressive since the end of Septem- 
ber, when stocks were roughly the same in value as in 
September 1938. The increase was shared by all seven 
districts, varying between 21-1 and 31:2 per cent. in the 
provincial areas, while in Central and West End 
London it was 7:1 per cent. and in the Suburbs 11-2 per 
cent. Stocks of food and perishables exceeded those 
held a year ago by 33-7 per cent. It should be remem. 
bered that not all collaborating retailers report stocks, 
figures for the co-operative societies in particular being 
lacking. The sample may therefore be less representa- 
tive than the corresponding one for sales. Stocks of 
other merchandise rose by 18°7 per cent., some advanc« 
being recorded for every category shown in the table. 
The largest increases among the main categories were 
28°2 per cent. in respect of men’s and boys’ wear and 
23°3 per cent. for women’s wear. Of the other cate- 
gories only one, sports and travel goods (7°8 per cent 
than 12 per cent.

ANGLO-SPANISH TRADE AND PAYMENTS 
AGREEMENT 


A Trade and Payments Agreement and a Loan Agree- 
ment between the United Kingdom and Spain were 
signed in Madrid on 18 March. The Payments Agree- 
ment came into force on 1 April and will remain in force 
until 30 September 1940, and thereafter unless de- 
nounced by either country on one month’s notice, and 
will cover the territories of the Peninsula, the Canary 
[sles and the Balearic Isles, Ceuta and Melilla, the 
Spanish Zone of Morocco and Spanish Colonies. This 
Agreement abrogates and replaces the Anglo-Spanish 
Payments Agreement of 6 January 1936. 

The Payments Agreement re-establishes a Clearing. 
It provides for all sums due in respect of Spanish goods 
imported into the United Kingdom to be paid into a 
Sterling Current Account in the name of the Controller 
of the Anglo-Spanish Clearing Office at the Bank of 
England. After provision has been made for the ser- 
vice of the loans the amounts paid into this Account 
will then be allocated as follows :— 

(a) 45 per cent. for purchases by Spain of United 
Kingdom (and Newfoundland  stockfish 
and codfish) and payments of freight on British 
ships between the two countries ;

(4) 45 per cent. for purchases by Spain through United 
Kingdom firms of goods grown or produced in 
other countries to be agreed upon between the 
two contracting governments from time to time, 
and payments of freight on British ships between 
Spain and any of the countries concerned. 

At present these countries are any part of the 
British Empire, including mandated territories 
and protectorates (but excluding Canada, New- 
foundland and Hong Kong), Egypt, the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan and Iraq. 

(c) 10 per cent. for payment of insurance and reinsur- 
ance premiums, royalties, patent fees, interest 
and other financial payments of a revenue nature 
due from Spain to the United Kingdom except 
that for the year 1940 it has been agreed that 
the amount reserved for these financial pay- 

ments shall not exceed £400,000. 

The Payments Agreement also makes provisions con- 
cerning outstanding debts. It provides machinery for 

a dividend of 50 per cent. to be paid on outstanding 

debts (see Article 11, paragraph 3) due from Spain to 

the United Kingdom. This dividend will be paid as 
soon as possible after the Agreement comes into force. 


After the initial 50 per cent. dividend there will be 
no further dividends payable until 1942. Thereafter, it 
is estimated the provisions made will enable a further 
10 per cent. dividend to be paid in 1942 and in each 
succeeding year until 1946, when liquidation should be 
completed, 


Under the Loan Agreement the United Kingd 
Government agrees to advance a sum of £2 millions t 
the Spanish Government for the purchase of goods and 
a sum sufficient, together with the amount of nearly £2 
millions standing in the Reserve Fund at the Bank o1 
England under the 1986 Payments Agreement, to allow 
the payment of the immediate dividend of 50 per cent 
on outstanding debts referred to above. 

The Board of Trade desire to draw the attention 01 
traders to the fact that goods cannot be imported into 
Spain, nor can sterling be allotted to pay for them, 
unless the importer has obtained an import licence from 
the Ministerio de Industria y Comercio, and traders are 
advised to satisfy themselves, before they accept orders 
from Spain, that their customer has, in fact, obtained 
the requisite licence.

MINISTRY OF SUPPLY 
TIMBER CONTROT, 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Timber (No, 10) Order, 1940, which comes into force 
to-day, 4 April. 

The new Order brings veneer within the ‘‘ acquisi- 
tion ’’ and ‘‘ consumers ’’ licensing system, except in 
the case of the classes of consumers already exempted 
from licensing under the No. 5 and No. 7 Orders. De- 
tails of these exceptions are given in the Control of 
Timber (No. 5) Order, 1939, Direction No. 4 and 
Direction No. ! issued under the new Order. 

Copies of forms of application for licences for the 
acquisition or consumption of veneer should be ob- 
tained from and returned when completed to, the 
appropriate Timber Control Area Officer. 

The No. 10 Order does not apply to prices of veneer. 

The Order also contains provisions applicable to tim- 
ber generally. It provides additional powers for obtain- 
ing information and enables the Timber Controller to 
sell ‘‘ National ’’ Stocks at prices exceeding the maxi- 
mum prices specified in previous Orders.

PAPER CONTROL 


Increased maximum prices for the purchase of waste 
paper and other waste materials for papermaking have 
been fixed in the Control of Paper (No. 9) Order, made 
by the Minister of Supply with effect from noon on 
80 March. The Order also consolidates all provisions 
relating to the acquisition and disposal of waste paper- 
making materials in previous Paper Control Orders. 

The Treasury have also made the Papermaking 
Materials (Charges) (No. 1) Order, 1940, also with effect 
from noon on 30 March. The prices at which the Paper 
Controller sells wood pulp, esparto and pulp wood have 
been increased and, in order to avoid undue profits 
from stocks, this Order imposes a charge on all stocks 
of those materials held by or on behalf of producers 
of paper; a return of all stocks of such materials is re- 
quired to be sent to the Paper Controller at Reading.

STEEL SUPPLIES FOR EXPORT OF 
MANUFACTURED GOODS 


Under the new scheme for the distribution of stec] 
supplies, the Board of Trade is responsible, as from 
1 April and in consultation with the Iron and Steel Con- 
trol, for the allocation of steel required for the manu- 
facture of goods for export. The issue of steel] will be 
greatly facilitated and delay will be avoided where an 
export group is established for a particular trade, and 
satisfactory arrangements have been made with the 
Board of Trade for the administration by the group 
itself of a global allocation of material in substitution 
for the previous system of individual applications for 
licences to the Iron and Steel Control. 

While it is recognised that the April-June quarter 
must be regarded as a transitional period for the pur- 
pose of operating the new scheme, the Board of Trade 
consider it necessary to warn manufacturers that it 
is their intention that, after the end of June, the steel 
allocation for the export of manufactured goods should, 
in the national interest, be distributed through export 
groups, and that they will find it progressively more 
difficult to justify the release of material to firms not 
so organised. It is therefore very important that 
manufacturers should join such groups as soon as pos- 
sible and that the groups should have allocations 
arranged with the Board of Trade well before that 
date. 

For the period April-June licences for stee] required 
for the manufacture of goods for export which are not 
yet covered by special arrangements with organised 
groups will continue to be issued by the Tron and Steel 
Control, to whom applications should be submitted 
direct, but as soon as a group is ready with its total 
requirements contact will at once be made with the 
Board of Trade, even within the period April-June.

Orissa, 25 March.—Rainftall has been light to moderate 
in Balasore. The threshing of saradh paddy and pressing 
of sugarcane are proceeding ; the harvesting of castor, wheat 
and tobacco has commenced in Cuttack. Cotton, linseed 
and castor are in flower and pod, and sugarcane, til and 
mustard are thriving. 


Central Provinces, 23 March.—The sky has been clouds 
and light showers and hailstorms have occurred over a por- 
tion of the Drug district. The harvesting of rabi crops is 
heing completed and the threshing of wheat, linseed and 
rabi crops continues. 


Punjab, 25 March.—Light showers have been usefu! to 
standing crops, which are in average to good condition in 
irrigated and average in unirrigated areas.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN DECEMBER 1939 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
by the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, ex- 
ports of merc ‘handise during December 1939 were valued at 
£3,437,219, as compared with £3,229,171 in November and 
£3.728,271 in December 1938. The value of commodity jim- 


ports was £3,051,967, an increase of £170,616 above the 
figure for November but a decrease of £1,713,127 below the 


total for December 1938. 

An excess of exports of £385,252 emerged as a result of 
the month’s external trading in commodities. This is the 
third successive month in which the value of exports has 
exceeded that of imports (an unusual experience for this 
season of the year), the cumulative excess of exports over 
the three months amounting to £1,309,883. In the same 
period of 1938 an excess of imports to the extent of 
£3,538,858 was recorded. The net result tor 1939 calendar 
year was an excess of exports amounting to £8,621,534, as 
compared with an export excess of £2,954,094 only in 1938,

UNITED KINGDOM-SPAIN 
TRADE PAYMENTS 


The following is the text of an Agreement between the 
Government of the United Kingdom and the Government 
of the Spanish State regarding Trade and Payments, signed 
in Madrid on 18 March 1940. 

Whereas the Government of the United 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the 
the Spanish State desire to facilitate trade 
between Spain and the United Kingdom ; 

Now, therefore, the Government of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the Govern- 
ment of the Spanish State have agreed as follows :—

ARTICLE 1 


The Agreements regarding payments signed between the 
Government of the United Kingdom and the Spanish Gov- 
ernment at Madrid on 6th January, 1936(') (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘‘ the 1936 Agreement’’), and on the 6th 
June, 1936(? ) (hereinafter collectively referred to as ‘ the

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1936 Agreements ’’) are hereby abrogated and replaced by 
the subsequent provisions of the present Agreement, save 
that any payment properly made or received under those 
Agreements, which in the case of the Banco Exterior de 
Espafia shall mean payments made or received before the 
19th December, 1936, shall be regarded as a valid payment 
or receipt, and that monies held at the coming into force of 
this Agreement for the purposes specified in the 1936 Agree- 
ments shall be applied in the manner provided for in the 
subsequent Articles of the present Agreement. 


ARTICLE 2 


(1) All debts due and owing at the date of the coming 
into force of this Agreement, and all debts falling due 
after that date from persons in the United Kingdom to 
persons ordinarily resident or ordinarily carrying on busi- 
ness outside the United Kingdom in respect of the price 
of Spanish goods imported into the United Kingdom, and 
of freights for the carriage of goods in Spanish ships, or in 
respect of any bill of exchange given by way of payment 
of a debt in respect of any such price or freight as afore- 
said, other than any such debts which fell due in respect 
of the price of Spanish goods imported into the United 
Kingdom before the 19th December, 1936, shall be paid in 
sterling to a non-interest-bearing account to be opened 
at the Bank of England in the name of the Controller of 
the Clearing Office, to be called the ‘* Sterling Current 
Account.’”’

(2)—(a) Any debts due and date of the 


coming into force of this Agreement or falling due after 
that date from persons in the United Kingdom to persons 
in Spain, than any debts which are required to he 
paid to the Sterling Current Account in accordance with 
the provisions of paragraph (1) of this article or other 
than any debts which fell due in respect of the price of 
Spanish goods imported into the United Kingdom before 
the 19th December, 1936, may, subject to agreement be- 
tween the Clearing Office and the Instituto, be paid in 
sterling to the Sterling Current Account.

(b) All sums advanced to the Spanish Government by 
the United Kingdom Government in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 1 of an Agreement(*) signed this day 
between the two Contracting Governments (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘‘ the Loan Agreement’’) shall be paid into 
the Sterling Current Account. 


(3) Where the debt is expressed to be payable in pesetas, 
the relative payment shall be made in sterling at the official 
buying rate of exchange for sterling published by the In- 


stituto (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ the official buying 
rate’’) for the day preceding the day of payment, and 


thereafter the debt shall be deenied to have been expressed 
to be payable in sterling. The Instituto shall communicate 
each day to the Clearing Office the official buying rate 
for that day, and the Clearing Office shall arrange for it to 
be published in the United Kingdom on the following work- 
ing day. When a debt is expressed to be pavable in any 
currency other than sterling or the peseta, payment shall 
be made in sterling at the London selling rate for sight 
drafts in sueh other currency ruling at the date of pay- 
ment, and thereafter the debt shall be deemed to have 
been expressed to be payable in sterling. 


(4) Notwithstanding anything in paragraph (3) of this 
Article, where any payments in respect of debts expressed 
to be payable in pesetas are made to the Sterling Current 
Account in aceordance with the provisions of paragraph 
2 (a) of this Article, and the rate of exchange applicable 
to those payments is ‘*‘ el cambio de importacién voluntaria 
y definitiva’’ published by the Instituto (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as ‘“‘ the voluntary rate ’’), the amount which the 
debtor shall pay shall be an amount calculated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the preceding paragraphs, but 
on the basis of the rate so applicable.

(6) On receipt of the schedules referred to in Article 
9 (1) of this Agreement, the Instituto shall give instruc- 
tions for payment to the persons entitled thereto. in the 
chronological order of the payments made by debtors in

ARTICLE 3 


(1) All sums paid into the Sterling Current Account in 
accordance with the provisions of paragraph (1) of Article? 
of this Agreement, and all sums so paid in accordance 
with the provisions cf paragraph (2) (a) of the said Article, 
shall be allocated in the books of the Clearing Office to 
non-interest-bearing Sub-Accounts in the name of the In. 
stituto, subject to the provisions of the succeeding para- 
graphs of this Article in the order of priority indicated :—

into force of this Agreement, there shall be credited

(4)—(@) In cases where persons in the United Kingdom 
are carrying on business in Spain through a branch or 
subsidiary company and that branch or subsidiary com- 
pany exports Spanish goods to the United Kingdom, such 
sums as may be agreed between the Clearing Office and the 
Instituto for the purpose of meeting the sterling require- 
ments of that person in the United Kingdom in any calen- 
dar year may, at the request of the person in question, 
be paid to that person or any other person in the United 
Kingdom whom he may nominate, payments to the afore- 
said persons or their nominees shall only be made with 
the prior approval of the Instituto and on instructions 
given by the Instituto to the Clearing Office. 


(b>) In cases where the sums agreed to be paid in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the preceding sub-paragraph 
do not exceed the sterling amount paid to the Sterling 
Current Account in respect of the said exports for the 
calendar year in question then, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of paragraph (1) of this Article, payment of such 
sums shall be made from the Sterling Current Account. 


(c) In cases where the sums agreed to be paid exceed 
the said sterling amounts paid into the Sterling Current 
Account for the calendar year in question, payment of such 
sums shall be made within the limit of the sterling sums 
paid to the Sterling Current Account in accordance with 
the provisions of sub-paragraph (b) of th's paragraph, and 
the excess shall be transferred through Sub-Account C in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 6 of this Agree- 
ment. 


(5) If at any time the balance standing to the credit 
of Sub-Aecount A is insufficient to secure the transfer ot 
peseta sums paid to the Instituto in respect of the debts 
defined in Article 4 of this Agreement, within four weeks 


from the date on which the payment of such peseta sums — 


is notified to the Clearing Office, the two Institutions may 
agree that the sums which would, but for the provisions of 
this paragraph, have been credited to Sub-Account B shall 
instead be credited to Sub-Account A until such time as 
the transfer of the said sums through Sub-Account A is 
being effected without material delay. As soon as the 
situation permits, the two Institutions may agree that an 
amount equal to any sum credited to Sub-Account A under 
the provisions of this paragraph shall be credited to Sub-

(6) Notwithstanding the provisions of the foregoing 
paragraphs of this Article, the percentages of the sterling 
allocations to Sub-Accounts A, B and C may be altered 
by agreement between the two Contracting Governments. 


ARTICLE 4 


(1) Sums standing to the credit of Sub-Account A shall 
be utilised for the payment of all debts due and owing at 
the date of the coming into force of this Agreement and 
all debts falling due aiter that date from persons in Spain 
to persons in the United Kingdom in respect of the price 
of United Kingdom goods imported or to be imported into 
Spain, and in respect of freights for the carriage of goods 
or passengers between the two countries in British ships, 
or in respect of any bill of exchange given by way of pay- 
ment for a debt in respect of any such price or freight as 
aforesaid, not being debts which fell due before the 1st 
April, 1939, and all such debts shall be paid in pesetas to 
the Instituto for transfer through the said Sub-Account A. 


(2) Sums standing to the credit of Sub-Account A may 
also be utilised for the payment of all debts due and owing 
at the date of the coming into force of this Agreement or 
falling due after that date from persons in Spain to per- 
sons in the United Kingdom or in Newfoundland in respect 
of the price of Newfoundland codfish ‘and stockfish im- 
ported or to be imported into Spain, and in respect of 
the carriage of such fish to Spain in British ships, not 
being debts which fell due before the Ist April, 1939, and 
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such debts may be paid in pesetas to the Instituto for 
transfer through the said Sub-Account A. 


(3) The provisions of paragraph (1) of this Article shall, 
in the case of goods purchased after the date of the coming 
into force of this Agreement, apply only to payments made 
for goods which are accompanied by a certificate, in dupli- 
cate, issued by a United Kingdom Chamber of Commerce 
(or other body or person authorised by the Government of 
the United Kingdom) that the goods have been grown, 
produced or manutactured in the United Kingdom. 


(4) The provisions of paragraph (2) of this Article shall, 
in the case of codfish or stockfish purchased after the date 
of the coming into force of this Agreement, apply only to 
exports of codfish and stockfish which are accompanied by 
a certificate, in duplicate, issued by the Newfoundland 
Department of Natural Resources that the fish are of New- 
foundland catching. 


(5) The two certificates referred to in paragraphs (3) and 
(4) of this Article shall be delivered by the importer to 
the Instituto at the time of payment: one shall be trans- 
mitted by the Instituto to the Clearing Office together with 
the relative advice of payment which the Instituto will send 
to the Clearing Office in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 9 (1) of this Agreement; and the other shall be 
retained by the Instituto. 


(6) The Contracting Governments may from time to time 
agree that, notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of 
this Article, the sums credited to Sub-Account A shall, 
up to such maximum as the Contracting Governments may 
agree, be available for the transfer of debts due from 
persons in Spain to persons in the United Kingdom in 
respect of the price of special classes of United Kingdom 
goods; and the Clearing Office and the Instituto shall make 
such arrangements as may be necessary to determine the 
order of, and eligibility for, transfer of these debts. 


ARTICLE 5 


(1) Payments in pesetas may be made to the Instituto, 
for transfer through Sub-Account B, in respect of debts 
due or falling due from persons in Spain to persons in the 
United Kingdom in respect of the price of goods imported 
into Spain which have been grown, produced, or manufac- 
tured in such countries or territories, other than the United 
Kingdom, as may from time to time be agreed between 
the two Contracting Governments, and in respect of freights 
for the carriage of such goods in British ships from any 
country or territory, other than the United Kingdom, t 
Spain, or in respect of any bill of exchange given by wa: 
of payment for a debt in respect of any such price or 
freight as aforesaid, not being debts which fell due befor 
the Ist April, 1939; provided that, if the Clearing Office 
the Instituto may accept payments for transfei

(2) Applications by persons in Spain for transfer of any 
sums referred to in paragraph (1) of this Article shall be 
made to the Instituto; and the Instituto may require the 
said persons to produce evidence in support of such 
applications. 


(3) The Clearing Office and the Instituto shall make such 
arrangements as may be necessary to determine the order 
of, and eligibility for, transfer of sums referred to in 
paragraph (1) of this Article. 


(4) In cases where the Instituto has approved an appli- 
cation for the transfer of any sums referred to in para- 
graph (1) of this Article, and the sterling balance in Sub- 
Account C is insufficient to enable the transfer to be 
effected immediately in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 8 of this Agreement, the full peseta equivalent of 
the sums in question shall, at the request of the creditor 
in the United Kingdom, be deposited provisionally by the 
debtor in a blocked account at the Instituto in the name of 
the creditor, until such time as the sterling balance in 
Sub-Account C is sufficient to enable the Instituto to accept 
payment for transfer in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 8 of this Agreement. For this purpose, where the 
debt is expressed to be payable in a currency other than the 
peseta, the amount to be deposited in the blocked account 
shall be the full peseta equivalent of the amount due at the 
official selling rate published by the Instituto for such other 
vurrency for the day on which the deposit is made. Any 
difference of exchange between the date of the said deposit 
and the date when the Instituto transmits the advice of 
payment shall be credited or debited to the debtor. 


ARTICLE 7 


(1) Payments in advance in respect of the purchase of 
Spanish or United Kingdom goods to be imported into the 
United Kingdom or Spain, respectively, may be transferred 
in accordance with the provisions of this Agreement, sub- 
ject to any conditions that may be laid down by the Clear- 
ing Office or the Instituto, as the case may be. 


(2) Where a corporation in Spain is a subsidiary of a 
corporation in the United Kingdom, or a corporation in 
the United Kingdom is a subsidiary of a corporation in 
Spain, the parent corporation may, subject to the prior 
approval of the Clearing Office and the Instituto in each 
case, make advances to the subsidiary corporation through 
the Sterling Current Account or by the payment to the 
Instituto of the necessary sum in pesetas, as the case may 
be. 


ARTICLE 8 


(1) All persons in Spain from whom debts are due to be 
transferred in accordance with the provisions of Articles 
4, 5 and 6 of this Agreement shall pay the full peseta 
equivalent of such debts to the Instituto, and, except in 
cases where a provisional deposit is made in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph (4) of the said Article 6, 
the Instituto shall immediately transmit to the Clearing 
Office in accordance with the provisions of Article 9 (1) 
of this Agreement advices of payments to be made in 
sterling from the respective Sub-Accounts of the Sterling 
Current Account. For this purpose the amount of the 
sterling payment to be made to a creditor in the United 
Kingdom shall be: 


(a) where the debt is expressed to be payable in sterling, 
the full sterling amount due; 

(4) where the debt is expressed to be payable in pesetas, 
the full sterling equivalent of the peseta amount 
due at the official selling rate for sterling for the 
day on which the Instituto transmits the advice 
of payment; 

(c) where the debt is expressed to be payable in a 
currency other than the peseta or sterling, the full 
sterling equivalent of the amount due at the 
official rate published by the Instituto for such 
other currency and sterling for the day on which 
the Instituto transmits the advice of payment, 


(2) When the Instituto transmits the advice of payment 
to the Clearing Office, the Spanish debtor is discharged 
from the corresponding amount of his debt. 


(3) On receipt of the advices of payment referred to in 
paragraph (1) of this Article. the Clearing Office shall, 
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within the limits of the sums available in the respective 
Sub-Accounts, pay to the persons entitled thereto the 
amounts indicated, in chronological order of the said 
advices of payment transmitted by the Instituto; provided 
that, in the case of payments to be made trom the Sub- 
Accounts A and B in accordance with the provisions of 
Articles 4 and 5 of this Agreement, payments in respect of 
debts due for freights shall be made in priority to pay- 
ments in respect of any other debts. 


ARTICLE 9 


(1) The Instituto shall furnish the Clearing Office daily, 
in such form as may be agreed between them, with par- 
ticulars of payments which have to be made from the 
various Sub-Accounts of the Sterling Current Account, 
and the Clearing Office shall send daily to the Instituto, in 
such form as may be agreed between them, schedules of al! 
payments which have been made by debtors in the United 
Kingdom for the credit of the Sterling Current Account. 


(2) The Clearing Office shall inform the Instituto daily 
of the amounts allocated from the Sterling Current Account 
to the Sub-Accounts A, B and C and the Sterling Loan 
Sub-Account and of the sums paid from the Subh-Accounts 
of the Sterling Current Account. 


ARTICLE 10 


(1) On and after the date of the coming into force of this 
Agreement, all debts due and owing at the date of the 
coming into force of this Agreement in respect of the price 
of Spanish goods imported into the United Kingdom before 
the 19th December, 1936, shall be paid in sterling to a 
non-interest-bearing account to be opened at the Bank of 
Kngland in the name of the Controller of the Clearing 
Office, to be called the ‘‘ Sterling Arrears Account.” 


(2) The Clearing Office shall, on the coming into torce 
of this Agreement, transfer to the Sterling Arrears Account 
the sums which, at the close of business on the day preced- 
ing the date of the coming into force of this Agreement, 
are standing to the credit of the reserve account opened 
at the Bank ot England in the name of the Controller of 
the Clearing Office in pursuance of the Clearing Office 
(Spain) Amendment No. 2 Order, 1936 (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the ‘‘ Reserve Fund Account ’’). 


(3) Sums already paid to the Bank of England for the 
credit of the Clearing Office, which are in course of collec- 
tion on the date of the coming into force of this Agreement 
and which would, but for the coming into torce of this 
Agreement, have been transferred to the Reserve Fund 
Account, shall be credited to the Sterling Arrears Account. 


(4) All sums advanced to the Spanish Government by the 
Government of the United Kingdom in accordance with 
the provisions of Article 2 of the Loan Agreement shall 
be placed to the credit of the Sterling Arrears Account. 


(5) All amounts credited to the Sterling Arrears Account 
shall be allocated in the books of the Clearing Office to a 
non-interest-bearing Sub-Account in the name of the 
Instituto (hereinafter referred to as “ the Sterling Arrears 
Sub-Account ’’). i 


(6) Where a debt is payable in accordance with the pro- 
visions of paragraphs (1) and (3) of this Article and is 
expressed to be payable in pesetas, the relative payment 
shall be made in sterling at the official buying rate of 
exchange for sterling for the day preceding the day of 
payment; and where a debt so payable is expressed to be 
payable in any currency other than sterling or the peseta, 
payment shall be made in sterling at the London selling 
rate for sight drafts in such other currency ruling at the 
date of payment. Thereafter such debts shall be deemed 
to have been expressed to be payable in sterling. 


(7) Payment under the provisions of paragraphs (1) and 
(3) of this Article shall constitute a discharge to the debtor 
for the corresponding amount of the debt. 


(8)—(a) The Clearing Office shall, as soon as possible 
after the date of the coming into force of this Agreement, 
transmit to the Instituto schedules of the amounts trans- 
ferred from the Reserve Fund Account to the Sterling 
Arrears Account, under the provisions of paragraph (2) 
of this Article. % 


(b) The Clearing Office shall also transmit daily to the 
Instituto, in such form as may be agreed between the 
two Institutions, schedules of the amounts paid into the 
Sterling Arrears Account under the provisions of para- 
graphs (1) and (3) of this Article. 
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(9) As soon as the schedules have been transmitted to 
the Instituto in accordance with the provisions of para- 
graph (8) of this Article, the sterling sums indicated in 
those schedules shall be immediately available for the trans- 
fer of peseta sums standing to the credit of the Peseta 
Arrears Account. : 


(10) On receipt of the schedules referred to in paragraph 
(8) of this Article, the Instituto shall immediately give 
instructions for payment to the persons entitled thereto 
of the equivalent in pesetas of the amounts indicated in 
the schedules. 


ARTICLE 1] 


(1) The Instituto shall cause the peseta sums which have 
been deposited with a view to effecting the transfer of 
amounts in sterling or other currencies to persons in the 
United Kingdom or in Newfoundland for the purposes laid 
down in Article 1 of the 1936 Agreement, and which, at 
the close of business on the day preceding the date of 
the coming into force of this Agreement, are standing to 
the credit of the account (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Peseta Account”) opened at the Banco Exterior de 
Espaiia in accordance with the terms of the said Article, to 
be transferred to an account to be opened at the Instituto, 
io be called the ‘‘ Peseta Arrears Account.” 


(2) 50 per cent. of all sums due and owing at the date 
of the coming into force of this Agreement in respect of 
payments of any of the classes defined in paragraph (3) of 
this Article shall, except in so far as a deposit has been made 
in respect of them in the Peseta Account, be paid in pesetas 
to the Peseta Arrears Account; and for this purpose the 
Instituto shall immediately give the necessary instructions 
to all Banks in Spain with whom deposits have been, or may 
hereafter be, made in respect of any payments as aforesaid 
by debtors in Spain in favour of persons in the United 
Kingdom or in Newfoundland with a view to their transfer 
to the Peseta Arrears Account. 


(3) The payments to which paragraph (2) of this Article 
shall apply are payments which fell due before the 1st April, 
1939, in respect of — 

(a) the price of United Kingdom or Newfoundland goods 

imported into Spain; 

(b) the price of re-exports from the United Kingdom to 

Spain, excluding goods grown, produced or manu- 
factured in countries with which Spain had, at the 


time when the payment fell due, a Clearing or simi- | 


lar Agreement ; 

(c) freight and other charges connected with trade, and 
such other purposes as may be agreed between the 
Clearing Office and the Instituto. 


(4) The Instituto shall also accept payment in pesetas 
into the Peseta Arrears Account of 50 per cent. of sums due 
to Banks and Accepting Houses in the United Kingdom 
in respect of matured uncovered acceptances authorised by 
the Centro before the 18th July, 1936, in so far as such sums 
are not already eligible for transfer to, or payment into, 
the Peseta Arrears Account in accordance with the provi- 
sions of paragraphs (1) and (2) of this Article. 


(5) lf a Spanish debtor is unable to produce the docu- 
ments required by the Instituto to establish the existence 
ot a debt due to a creditor in the United Kingdom or in 
Newfoundland, the Clearing Office may call for a declara- 
tion from the creditor containing particulars of the debt, 
and notify the Instituto, who shall thereupon make such 
enquiries of the debtor as may be necessary to establish 
the existence of the debt. 


(6)—(a) In the case of debts referred to in paragraphs (2) 
and (4) of this Article, the Spanish debtor shall pay into 
the Peseta Arrears Account the full peseta equivalent of 
50 per cent. of the debt, and the Instituto shall immediately 
transmit schedules to the Clearing Office containing par- 
ticulars of the payment to be made in sterling (in such 
‘orm as may be agreed between the two Institutions) from 
the Sterling Arrears Sub-Account. For this purpose the 
amount of the sterling payment to be made to a creditor 
in the United Kingdom or in Newfoundland shall be— 

(i) where the debt is expressed to be payable in 
sterling, 50 per cent. of the sterling amount due; 

(ii) where the debt is expressed to be payable in 

pesctas, 50 per cent. of the full sterling equiva- 
lent of the peseta amount due at the official sell- 
ing rate for sterling for the day on which the 
Instituto transmits the relevant schedules to the 
Clearing Office ; 
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(iii) where the debt is expressed to be payable in a 
currency other than the peseta or sterling, 50 
per cent. of the full sterling equivalent of the 
amount due at the official rate published by the 
Instituto for such other currency and sterling 
for the day on which the Instituto transmits the 
relevant schedules to the Clearing Office. 


(b) When the Instituto transmits the relevant schedule 
to the Clearing Office, the Spanish debtor will be discharged 
for the corresponding amount of his debt. 


(7) When the sums standing to the credit of the Sterling 
Arrears Sub-Account are sufficient to enable the payment 
to be made of a further instalment of 10 per cent. of the 
sterling amounts due to creditors in the United Kingdom 
or in Newfoundland in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraph (2) of Article 12 of this Agreement, the Insti- 
tuto shall, in the case of debts referred to in paragraphs 
(2) and (4) of this Article, call upon the Spanish debtors 
to pay into the Peseta Arrears Account the full peseta 
equivalent of the said instalment, and for this purpose the 
provisions of paragraph (6) of this Article shall apply with 
the substitution of the words ‘10 per cent.’’. for the 
words ‘‘50 per cent.’’ 


(8)—(a) The full peseta equivalent of the remaining 
50 per cent. of any debt referred to in paragraphs (2) and 
(4) of this Article which has not been paid into the Peseta 
Arrears Account in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraph 6 (a) of this Article shall, at the request of 
the creditor in the United Kingdom or in Newfoundland, 
as the case may be, be deposited provisionally by the debtor 
in a blocked account at the Instituto in the name of the 
creditor. For this purpose, where the debt is expressed 
to be payable in a currency other than the peseta, the 
amount to be deposited shall not exceed the full peseta 
equivalent of the amount due at the official selling rate 
published by the Instituto for such other currency for the 
day on which the deposit is made, together with a premium 
of 10 per cent. on that rate. 

(b) When the Instituto requires deposits of pesetas to be 
made in the Peseta Arrears Account with a view to effect- 
ing transfer of a further instalment of the debt in accord- 
ance with the provisions of paragraph (7) of this Article, 
the appropriate sum in pesetas may then be released from 
the said blocked account, but any balance shall remain 
blocked in favour of the creditors until such time as it is 
required for deposit in the Peseta Arrears Account with a 
view to effecting the transfer of subsequent instalments. 


ARTICLE 12 


(1) The Instituto shall transmit to the Clearing Office 
schedules of the amounts transferred to the Peseta Arrears 
Account in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 
(1) of Article 11 of this Agreement, in so far as they have 
not already been transmitted, and of the amounts paid 
into that Account in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraphs (6) and (7) of the said Article. Such schedules, 
whether already transmitted to the Clearing Office or to 
be transmitted in accordance with the provisions of this 
paragraph, shall be deemed to be instructions to the Clear- 
ing Office to make the corresponding sterling payments in 
accordance with the provisions of the following paragraphs 
of this Article, to the persons entitled thereto. 


(2) The sums standing to the credit of the Sterling 
Arrears Sub-Account shall be used for the transfer to 
creditors in the United Kingdom or in Newfoundland of an 
initial payment of 50 per cent. of the sterling amounts due 
to them; and, thereafter, within the limits of the sterling 
sums available in the Sterling Arrears Sub-Account of 
further instalments of 10 per cent., until they have re- 
ceived the full sterling amounts of the debts due to them. 


(3)—(a) The sterling amount due to any creditor in re-

(i) in the case of debts expressed to be payable in 
sterling, the full sterling amount due;

(iii) in the case of debts expressed to be payable in a

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(b) The sterling amount due to any such creditor in 
respect of debts referred to in paragraphs (2) and (4) of 
Article 11 shall be calculated in accordance with the pro- 
visions of paragraph (6) (a) of the said Article. 


(4) The Clearing Office shall require a declaration to be 
made by a person in the United Kingdom before any pay- 
ment is made to him in respect of a debt to be paid through 
the Sterling Arrears Sub-Account, that the amount is due 
to him from the debtor named and has not been paid.

(1) Any person in the United Kingdom in whose favour

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
ENGINEERS’ PRECISION TOOLS 

Two further Specifications have recently been issued 
by the British Standards Institution in its series of 
British Standards for engineers’ precision tools, namely 
for Vernier Callipers, No. 887, and for Slip (or’ Block) 
Gauges, No. 888. 

The specification for Vernier callipers does not attempt 
to impose restrictions in regard to details of design but, 
like the other specifications in this series, is mainly con- 


cerned with prescribing limits of error. It relates to calli- 
pers in inch and metric measures in seven standard sizes,

the largest of which read up to 48 in. and 1 metre respec- 
tively. Six types of verniers are described reading to 0.001 
in. and 0.01 mm. The specification gives permissible errors 
in the readings over the range of each size of calliper and 
also prescribes the flatness and straightness of the beam 
and the flatness and squarencss of the measuring jaws. De- 
tails are given of the manner in which the graduation shall 
be engraved, and in an appendix some recommendations 
are made in regard to the suitable dimensions for the cross 
sections of the beams. 

The Specification for Slip (or Block) Gauges deals with 
the parallel-faced type of gauge first introduced by C. E. 
Johansson and now manutactured in Great Britain. The 
principal matters dealt with in this specification are the 
series and sizes of the most frequently used sets, the general 
dimensions of the gauges, hardness and accuracy of size. As 
regards the latter, requirements are laid down for standards 
of accuracy for three grades of gauges, namely workshop, 
inspection and calibration. The specification also deals with 
the essential requirements of the accessories commonly used 
with slip gauges, namely measuring jaws, scribing and 
centre points, holders and bases. An appendix gives help- 
ful information on the care and use of slip gauges in the 
workshop and test room.
